Almost £9,500,000 worth of 
wool—prospective pin-stripes, 
textiles and worsteds — is 
stored here in warehouses and 
on railway-sidings. 

In all clothes-starved Britain 
no less than £41,000,000 worth of

“Not only have we the world's 

supply of raw wool spread 
over Britain, U.S. A. and 
Dominions, but we have bought 
the whole Australian ‘clip’ for 
the next 10 years.“ a leading West 
Riding manufacturer told me 


yesterday. 

Yet, today, the wardrobes of the 
world stand empty. Bradford is 
swarming with buyers of all 
nations. At home, everyone is 
clam for clothes. 

DELUGE OF ORDERS 

“If our factories went into top 
production tomorrow we could 
not cope with the deluge of 
orders,” I was told by Mr. T. S. 
Hinchcliffe, director of one of 
Britain’s oldest mills. 

But a loom operative, giving the 
woman's point ot view, said: 
“Bradford is bulging with bales 
of wool, yet we can’t even get 
enough to do some knitting. .” 

Yet, despite the shortages of 
labour and the quotas and re- 
strictions which are handcuff- 
ing the industry, I found, every- 
where I went, “ more vision and 
more enthusiasm for the future 
than has ever been known 
before.” 

These words came from Mr. E. 
Vincent Heaton, ex-President of 
Bradford’s Chamber of Com- 
merce, who added: Before the 
war we contributed a tenth of 
Britain’s éxport trade. We can 
only win back these markets by 
showing the world the superiority 
of our productions.” 

Today Bradford is exporting 50 
per cent. of her 1938 figures. ; 


“IN THE DRAWER ” 
Another West Riding business 
man, Mr. Ernest Ward, declared, 
“You needn’t think that we in 
Bradford have scraped the bot- 
tom of the barrel. 

“We have designs locked un 
in the drawer which, when 
processed, will produce finer 
fabrics than have ever been 
seen before—shining spider-web 
stuff that will turn shops into 
women’s wonderlands.” 


“But first things first,” ne 
warned. Before Bradford’s 300 
mills and factories can reach her 
£200,000,000 peace-time turnover 
of textiles before bulk supplies 
of non-austerity clothing can 
reach the public at reasonable 
prices, the Government’s demands 
for “demob.” and utility 
materials must be met. 

Anotner 60,000 or 70,000 opera- 
tives are needed for the mills 

Since the war, thousands of the 
older workers and married women 
have left. 

CONFIDENCE 

“This is why you can't get 
clothes,” said Mr. Hinchcliffe. 
“ But like all post-war problems it 
will be solved.” 

Behind the clattering symphony 
of the looms or the quiet buzz of 
voices on the Wool Exchange is 
this spirit of quiet confidence. 

Plans involving millions of 
pounds have been drawn up for 
modernisation of machinery, 
improved factory amenities and 
brighter surroundings. 

Men like Mr. Hinchcliffe believe 
that if the women workers had 

something on which to spend 
their brass: if overtime was tax- 
free; and if married women could 
have Saturday mornings off “ to 
tidy the house,” essential female 
labour would return more quickly.
